Description 


On  the  night  of  7 July  1953#  three  ohservers  from  Atlanta  vere  drl^ 
Ing  on  lllghvay  76,  near  Mapleton,  Georgia,  when  they  encountered  a "fly- 
ing saucer"  in  the  middle  of  the  road.  There  vere  three  small  animals 
near  this  red  colored  "saucer".  As  the  observers  bore  down  on  this  ob- 
ject, two  of  the  animals  entered  the  "saucer"  and  escaped.  As  the 
"saucer"  rose  and  disappeared  at  a degree  angle,  it  turned  a light 
blue  In  color.  Observers*  cor  struck  the  third  animal  and  knocked  him 
unconscloxis.  .After  getting  out  of  the  car  and  finding  this  animal 
which  was  approximately  21  inches  in  length,  had  long  ears,  no  hair, 
and  no  tali,  observers  stayed  at  the  scene  and  several  other  automobiles 
stopped.  The  animal  died  in  about  30  minutes  eund  vao  taken  to  one  of 
the  Atlanta  newspapers.  A reporter  for  the  newspaper  called  the  FBI, 
who  in  turn  called  the  OSI  to  investigate  the  incident.

This  animal  was  first  examined  by  a local  veterinarian  who  stated 
that  he  had  never  seen  ouch  an  animal  before.  Later  the  animal  was 
taken  to  Emory  University  where  an  Emory  authority  identified  it  as  a 
member  of  the  monkey  fomily  and  not  an  "animal  from  space",  A member 
of  the  State  Crime  Labratory  and  another  member  of  the  Emory  University 
staff  Identified  the  animal  as  a monkey  which  had  been  shaved  and  from 
which  the  tall  hod  been  removed.  Observers  confirmed  that  the  whole 
st(xry  was  a hoax  resulting  from  a $10.00  bet  with  a friend  that  he  (ob- 
server) could  not  get  his  picture  In  the  paper.  Observer  was  fined 
$U0.00  for  obstructing  the  highway  ond  vat  released  at  that  time.

miles  in  lengtli  and  was  observed 
for  seventy  minutes.  Professor 
Lowell  believfsl  they  could  have 
bet'n  signals,  white  the  eminmt 
Professor  W.  B.  Pickering  (now 
IXrector  Jet  Propulsion  Lab.,  Pas- 
adena, California). 

On  May  20th.  1903,  a “dust- 
cloud-Uke”  object  was  obsnved 
near  the  terminator  of  Mars  by 
Lowell,  which  remained  visible  for 
several  days. 

Martian  clouds  are  generally 
white  and  dissipate  rapidly,  but  in 
December  1911  a “yellow  cloud” 
appenrerl  south-south-east  Syrtis 
Major,  It  cIvingiHl  in  shape  and 
sire. 

F rom  October  10- 1 2,  1 924,  clouds 
appeared  to  project  from  the  Mar- 
tian surface  and  covered  the  large 
region  known  as  Hellas. 

On  June  4,  1K17,  Japanese  as- 
tronomer. Sizuii  Mayeda  oljs'erved 
an  "intense  flare  spot”  ne:!r  Sit- 
honius  Lacus  on  Mars.  Me>'od.n 
observed  this  phenomenon  for  a 
full  five  minutes  at  500  magnifica- 
tions through  his  8-inch  reflecting 
telescope. 

The  American  Philosophical  So- 
ciety met  in  April,  1938  and  Dr. 
V.  M.  Sltpher,  told  the  gathering 
that  he  h.ad  found  "evidence  of 
changes  in  the  canal  system  of 
Mars." 

On  Decemlier  9.  1949,  Tsuneo 
Saheki  sighted  a luminous  yellow 
cloud,  70t>  miles  in  di.nmeter  and 
40  miles  alx»ve  the  planet's  sur- 
face. It  was  fullowtxi  by  a "bril- 
liant glow”  |a.sting  wveral  min- 
utes. Saheki’s  ni’xt  sighting  came 
on  December  8,  1951.  Thi.s  time  he 
saw  "a  sharp,  glaring  sjxjt  suddenly 
npljear  «n  Tithonius  Lacus.”  A 
third  sighted  octnired  in  July.  1954 
when  the  Mars  oliserver  saw  Edom 
Promontorium  suddenly  brighten 
for  about  five  seconds. 

A one  second  “flash  of  white 
light”  was  sighted  on  eartem 

edge  pf  the  Martian  or*  Au- 

gust 23.  195G. 


. On  August  30.  Dr.  Gerard  P 
K.iipor  reported  that  a “iiu>i 
cioud”  intisabie  the  night  lK*fon-. 
took  a form  1(X)0  miles  in  length 
and  miles  wide.  The  following 
d.iy,  the  cloud  elongated  to  a 
length  of  3000  mites  and  had  a 
width  of  250  miles  in  the  strange 
shape  of  the  letter  “W,”
